SCIENCE AND SUPERSTITION 


Sometimes we think 
superstition 
will be th# last relic of semi-civiliz­ 
ed days to give way before the ad­ 
vance of enlightenm ent and reason. 
Take, for instance, the case of Miss 
Bartell, a trained 
nurse of P itts­ 
burg, 
whom Associated Press dis­ 
patches say was m urdered by a ne 
gro voo doo doctor to whom 
aho 
went to have her fortune told. Here 
was a woman 
of 
vastly 
greater 
scientific knowledge than the aver­ 
age person. 
Yet she was supersti­ 
tious. 
Had she but applied to her 
own case the scientific 
knowledge 
by which she gained her livelihood 
she would never have gone to a vo« 
doo doctor and certainly not to a 
negro to have ‘ the ills of her heart 
cored.” 
But scientific training 
was 
not 
sufficient, it seems, to enable her 
to distinguish between 
fraud 
and 
truth in m atters of sentiment. There 
is something about the human mind 
that makes many of us like to be 
mystified. 
Instead of rejecting as 
fraudulent alleged cause and effect 
between which we can see no logs 
cal connection m any of us prefer to 
take 
chimney corner tales as very 
truth and to be guided by or rathei 
terrified by them. Many of us firm ­ 
ly believe, for example, that break 
ing a m irror will bring on us seven 
years of bad luck regardless of tho 
absence of any demonstrated 
con 
naction 
between mirrors and luck 
and regardless of the fact that mis 
fortune was the daily companion of 
mankind 
before 
mirrors, ladders, 
and other objects 
blamed for our 
bad luck were ever known. 
Most of 
us know such beliefs are foolish and 
yet— many of us just can’t help in 
dulging in them. 


LET US DODGE DENGUE 
According to Health Officer W. S 
Bizzell and others who are in a posi­

from our own premises 
Let every householder in Bryan go 
out today and pour the water out of 
such places and let every housewife 
punch 
holes in all tin cans 
she 
throws out.
